Professor Mnclennnn was In Edin- 
burgh soon nflcr Ihc first air raid 
on that city, lie found that the 
people were not frightened, but 
rather thrilled by the sight of the 
aircraft. While he was in that city 
preparatory to Bailing three air raid 
warning.s soimdcd. but there were 
no developments.

Continuing the Student Lecture 
series at the Erskine and American 
United Church, Dr. W. 0. Rothney. 
of the Department of Education at 
Bishop's College, will deliver an 
addrejis on the subject of "Educa- 
tion—a matter of attitudes" tomor- 
row eve.iing at six thirty o'cloclt. 
Tne guest speaker is a graduate of 
both Chicago and Harvard univers- 
ities and has in the past served as 
inspector of Superior Schcola bi this 
province. Prof. Huskins of the de- 
partment of genetics will introduce 
the speaker. 

In an interview Dr. Rothney re- 
vealed that he believes the object 
of education is to foster within the 
individual a fitness to live and to 
be a member of society, and 
further, he stated, an educated man 
is one with the proper universal 
attitude towards all fe:iowm«n. 
Education has at last reached the 
position where it must pass judg- 
ment upon itself. Its function 
must not be limited to the ac- 
cumulation of details or simply 
convey a familiarity with certain 
aspects of knowledge. 
Education Creates Wider .attitude. 

"True education." Dr. Roihr.ey 
continued, "jhouW see.k beyond es- 
terais to create within the indivi- 
dual a disciplined attitude with 
which to face the problems ot life. 
Towards this end there will be in- 
suuction on the culture of the past 
but every effort must be strained 
to transcend such an experience and 
find experience in the individual's 
enthusiasm fsr the rapture of "the 
fonv-ard view. "Thus education in 
approach should be individual in 
purpose, should be a continual pur- 
suit in the appro.ximation of the 
universal good." 

Organized by Mr. John MacDon- 
ald, assistant minister of the Ers- 
kine and American United Church, 
this series of lectures aims to con- 
sider some of the problems which 
confront the youth of today. The 
Church has selected for lecturers 
men who are felt to be leaders of 
the community in their own special- 
ized fields. The talks have been 
prepared with the view in sight 
that they would be presented to stu- 
dents of the university. 

Dri Rothney is the third speaker I 
of the series— t'he first having been 
Di-. Hendel, dean of the faculty of 
Arts and Science, who spok« on 
"The Student and his Education. ' 
Rabbi Maurice N. Eisendtath ad- 
dressed an audience two weeks ago 
upon the topic "Education and Pro- 
paganda." The reniauiini; lectures 
will be given on November 23 and 
December 7 respectively, when Sen- 
atoï Arthur Meighen, the former 
Prime Minister, will speak on "Edu- 
cation for Citizenship" and Principal 
R. A. Wallace of Queon's Unive«ity. 
Kingston, will discuss "The 3p;rnu.a.

Orinigal plans for a co-«d dance oa 
the campus Saturday are proceed- 
ing despite the ban of the authori- 
ties; it is almost certain that they 
will materialize. 

The issue is due to different at- 
titudes on the part of students and-. 
authorities; the former consider thi 
week just fun. whereas the latter' 
think the students are introducing 
a new item into the social calendar, 
and demand that they organize thfr 
week constitutionally. 

The Gateway is attempting to ef- 
fect a settlement, but so far has not 
taken sides as the feeling is nm- 
ning high.

Asked if he were troubled by 
American accents, Dr. Gray replied 
"not al all, but my students are 
sometimes troubled by my English 
accent. You know what they say 
about it, 'Every Englishman speaks 
as if he had a monocle in his 
throat'." Al least one American 
speaks the same way, for, said Dr. 
Gray, "I took out first citizenship 
papers two months before the first 
International crisis, and I have seen 
nothing since to make me change 
my mind," 

Dr. Gray, who has over thirty- 
one graduate students working un- 
der him, is here on a Buhl founda- 
tion fellowship to do work on de- 
velopment in the chick embyro, and 
is teaching only because he likes it. 

He has inaugurated several in- 
novations in the -course, including 
the publication of a report lo the 
students on each examination. In 
the report he gives the answers he 
expected, summarizes his method of 
grading, and in general discusses 
matters llial may be of assistance in 
helping puzzled students. 

His research on the chick embyro 
is in an entirely new field. Dr. 
Gray got an idea for the experi- 
menting with the effect of heavy 
mclals on the chick embryo while 
working on a Rockefeller fellow- 
ship al the University of Rochester, 
where he was experimenting with 
Uie effects of electricity -on the 
chick. He brought his idea with 
him to the University and has, in 
le.yi than a year, developed an en- 
tire laborary devoted to the work, 
invented several new techniques, 
and al present h»s Ihirly-one grad- 
iiale students assisting him. 

The method used is to cut oj^n 
an egg, inject Ihe embryo with a 
nu.'iiil, and plare iiia egg in an in- 
cubator. Tlia effects of various 
metals arc sUidied, and thus the 
aludoiits are given .some idea of the 
role played by various substances 
III ili^vclo|imoiil.

BT SWISS 

Not content uith baton throwing, 
Richard T. Feller, head drum major 
of the University band, is planning 
to mas*.er a new art— that of flag 
throwing. However, he will not 
march ahead of the band just to 
throw Hags into the air without a 
pattern, but will follow the plan of 
the old Swiss shepherds who orig- 
inated the idea. 

'The flag, which is a square yard 
of silk attached to a metal shaft, is 
tossed into the air and twirled in

Swiss exchange students at the 
University of Wisconsin brought 
the art to the United Stales. It be- 
came popular In the middle west 
and now five colleges include flag 
throwers with their baton tw/rlcrs 
West Virginia will be the first 
large uniyeri/ty In the east to fol- 
low this practice, 

Maynard Velier, profettional 
drum major, dotnonslraled the art 
at a recent band rehearsal.
